In the Number of the Chriſtened in the Pariſh of 4% Saints are included all ſuch as are Regiſtered, tho' they were not Baptized according 
to the Rites of the Efabliſh'd Church: And in the Burials are included thoſe Buried at the 2rakers Burying-Ground, the Meeting on the Green, 
and that in Coliege-Lane. Likewiſe in the Burials in St. Peter's Pariſh are inc uded thoſe Buried at the Meeting there.
